Robert W. Woodruff invited 
him to come to his farm in south 
Georgia, which turns out huge 
amounts of peanuts and other 
products, but still has room for 
hunting. I had a like invitation. 
Since it was a social engagement 
and Gen. Eisenhower was a guest 
and on vacation, I have never un- 

til now been free to tell it all. 

By the end of the first day, in- 
cluding an evening with four of 
us sitting late before a big log 
fire, I had rid myself of any idea 
the man had a military mind. By 
the end of the second day I was 
even more convinced. We had dis- 
cussed books and, because his 
hobby is painting, we had drifted 
into that subject. He had dis- 
played a wide acquaintanceship 
with books and quoted frequently 
from Greek literature.

Expression 

His discussion of painting and 
why he had turned to that form of 
art for recreation was absorbing. 
He talked of how in all of us there 
is an urge to express’ ourselves. 
Some persons turn to poetry, to 
singing, to writing, to gardens, 

eand some, especially women, seek 
to express themselves by making 
a beautiful home and _ training 
their children. He found, he said, 
he could sit down before a piece 
of canvas when he was very tired 
and worried and lose himself in 
trying to put en that canvas a 
landscape, a still life scene, or a 
portrait. He was not, he said, 
even a good amateur painter, but 
he liked it. 

I found myself thinking that of 
the two best-known figures in the 
English-speaking world—Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Winston 
Churchill—both had turned to 
painting as an escape and a mode 
of expression. 

Now, it has been given to me to 
know a number of generals. I 
thought Ernest Hemingway did a 
fine portrayal of a type of military 
mind in his book, ‘‘Over the River 
and Into the Trees.’’ Most of the 
critics said the general was too 
artificial and talked only of bat- 
tles, his hunting and himself. I 
had several talks with a famous 
general, who should be unnamed 
because he now is dead, and all 
he could talk about was his bat- 
tles, polo, shooting, and himself. 
Hemingway really did a mar- 
velous job of portraying, with a 
lot of hovering pathos, a military 
mind.

Well, Ike’s not an isolationist. And 
_ he is against the Taft-Hartley Law and 
. opposes a federal FEPC. 
The general who carried out gov- 
ernment policy toward “real peace and 
\ security in the world” without arguing 
about that policy as a civilian now ap- 
proves its objectives. 
As -for the Taft-Hartley legislation: 
- “IT honestly believe, and all of us know, 
that we cannot make legislation that 
compels people to work.” 

Those partisans who accused the 
general of failing to make his position 
known on issues with which the Ameri- 
can people are concerned must be 
squirming today and particularly Sena- 
tor Taft. 

Mr. Taft is learning where Ike 
stands and each time he answers a 
question the gentleman from Ohio must 
be hurting a little more.

Aims of the Russians 
Haven't Changed Much 


Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, now head 
of the Central Intelligence Agency and 
former ambassador to the Soviet Union, 
has observed Soviet policy as “the off- 
spring of a marriage between the great 
Russian imperialism and Communist 
ideology.” 

In other words, the Kremlin today 
is using communism as a dogma to fur- 
ther the aims of world-wide conquest 
which has been inherent in Russian 
policy for centuries. 

On Jan. 28, 1852, long before com- 
munism was known to the Russian 
masses, Ambassador Neill Brown com- 
plained to the State Department: 

“The position of a minister here is 
far from pleasant. ... The opinion pre-

vails that ministers are constantly sub- 
jected to a system of espionage and that 
even their servants are made to dis- 
close what passed in their households, 
their conversation, associations, etc. 

“Nothing is made public that is 
worth knowing. A _ strange supersti- 
tion prevails among the Russians that 
they are destined to conquer the world.” 

Long before Lenin mapped his strat- 
egy of retreat—withdrawal, advance in 
successive stages as dictated by the op- 
portunities and requirements of the mo- 
ment—Mr. Brown wrote that ‘“expedi- 
ency in Russia is the great test” and 
that “what may be expedient today 
under a given state of facts may be 
inexpedient tomorrow under the same 
state of facts.” 

In other words, then as now, Russian 
adventures were predetermined by the 
weaknesses of her opponent and by the 
sureness of success.

Why Canadian Dollar 


Maintains Its Value 


Almost impossible these days to find a 
Canadian newspaper without an editorial or 
a statement by somiebody crowing over the 
fact that our dollar has topped Uncle Sam’s. 

This crowing is human; understandable. 
But before it continues too long or too loud- 
ly it might be well for more of us to ask 
ourselves why this dollar position has come 
about. 

Asking ourselves, trying to get an honest, 
realistic answer, we would have to admit 
that our dollar hasn’t topped its Yankee 
brother because of anything especially wise 
or wonderful that we ourselves have done, 
but actually because of some wise and won- 
derful things our American neighbors have 
done. 

After World War II the United States 


showed itself to be what England showed | 


itself to be after the Napoleonic wars: a 
nation willing to pour out its credit to restore 
prosperity to the world. Billions were voted 
by Congress to be sent all over the earth; 
sO much so that the London Economist 
wrote that never before in the world’s his- 
tory had a great world power shown more 
generosity. 

Canada’s exports grew. They grew be- 
cause American gifts to Europe under 
Marshall Aid enabled Europe to buy Can- 


ada’s goods; we were able to sell products , 


of our fields and mines and forests and fac- 
tories because other countries, their own 
prosperity revived, could buy them. 

Later Americans began pouring money 
into Canada to invest in our oil and our iron 
ore, making possible something which we 
ourselves had not been able to make pos- 
sible, or to make possible, at any rate, so 
soon—as a direct consequence our dollar 
rose above the U. S. dollar. 

To sum up, the eminence of Canada’s 
dollar today is due almost entirely to two 
things : 

(1) The fact that the United States has 
been accepting its responsibility as the 
world’s leading creditor nation, and 

(2) Pouring surplus funds into Canada for 
investment and development. 

Hardly something, we suggest, to bring 
on our part a nationalistic pride, which at 
best is juvenile.

Another Myth 


WASHINGTON—In winding up his truly 
amazing, Atlantic-to-Pacific, door-to-door pri- 
mary campaign for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination with overwhelming twin 
victories in California and South Dakota, 
Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee also ex- 
ploded a myth which, of itself, shows how 
powerful economic interests operate in 
politics.

Senator Kefauver’s lopsided victory over 
an uninstructed delegation that was hell- 
bent for state control would seem to indi- 
cate that the people were not aflame at all, 
for whatever reason. The oil companies, 
which hope to profit handsomely from state 
control, had merely taken the name of the 
people in vain and constructed the myth. 


This has been plain a long time to any 
close observer watching the machinations of 
the oil lobby here. The test in California by 
ballot, which is usually a good index, should 
reveal the hoax to everybody. It raises 
doubts also about whether the people. in 
Texas and Louisiana, the other two states 
involved in the oil grab, are as excited as 
they are represented to be. The California 
result may have some influence on the vote 
on President Truman's veto, which report- 
edly will be close. 


Senator Kefauvet proposed a compro- 
mise calling for a commission representing 
the states, Federal Government and the 
public to seek an equitable solution that 
would recognize the interest of the states 
and the public at large.. 

Included in the anti-Kefauver slate was 
Edwin H. Pauley, California oilman, for- 
mer treasurer of the Democratic National 
Committee and hitherto a recognized power 
in California politics who, it may be recalled, 
previously was identified with the tidelands 
issue. 

The late Secretary of Interior Harold L. 
Ickes charged in sworn testimony before a 
Senate committee which was considering 
Mr. Pauley’s nomination as Secretary of 
Navy that the latter, in a conversation in 
the secretary's office, had said that Cali- 
fornia oilmen would contribute substantially 
to the Democratic campaign fund if the Jus- 
tice department would withhold a projected 
suit, subsequently instituted, to recover mar- 
ginal oil lands.

WASHINGTON—It is now regarded as not 
unlikely that if Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
wins the Republican presidential nomination 
he will ask that Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
be named as his running mate. Thus a 
Taft-MacArthur ticket is in prospect if the 
Ohio senator’s forces gain control at the 
coming party national convention. 

Heretofore it has been assumed that the 
former Pacific commander was not avail- 

ae able for anything but first 

place on the ticket. While 
not an active candidate 
he has made known that 
he was entirely agreeable 
to accepting the presiden- 
tial nomination if it should 
come his way. He -has 
been supporting the can- 
didacy of Senator Taft 
where occasion arose for 
some open expression for 
? him. 

But some of General MacArthur’s recent 
callers report that he is now in a frame of 
mind to accept second place on the ticket 
with the Ohio senator, if a-call to duty is 
madé in that direction. As he put it to 
some of those who sought to feel him out 
on the subject, he has never shirked a re-

As a matter of fact, a Taft-MacArthur 
slate would be about as appropriate as any- 
thing if the Ohio senator wins the nomina- 
tion. ‘They both think alike on foreign pol- 
icy, particularly as regards the Far East, 
and Taft emerged as the chief defender of 
MacArthur after his dismissal by President 
Truman from his Pacific command last 
year. 

MacArthur also would probably strengthen 
a Taft-led ticket.. Since his dramatic ouster 
from the Pacific command he has been the 
object of much hero worship and has a 
wide following throughout the country. He 
still can be counted on to command large 
audiences wherever he speaks. Now past 
70, he could not be expected to wage as vig- 
orous a campaign as some younger man, but 
he is still capable of raising a lot of blood 
and thunder. 

Naturally no word has come from the 
Taft camp as to the choice of a running 
mate. These are decisions which, although 
sometimes made in advance, are never an- 


‘nounced until the presidential nomination 


is out of the way. It might well be that the 
Taft leaders have already worked out an 
agreement -for putting the general on the 
ticket in return for the support he has been 
giving the Ohio senator. On the surface it 
would seem reasonable to suppose they 


would be pleased to have him run for vice- 


president, realizing the popular appeal his 
“oF carries with a large segment of the 
public.

Brazil Remains a Vast, Rich Country 


With Its Great Promises Unfulfilled 


RIO DE JANEIRO—On Copacabana 
Beach the white surf creams across a gold- 
en strand, and lying in the sun are people 
speaking the languages of many nations. 
Across the wide asphalt stretch of Atlantic 
Avenue, curving along the beach for mile on 
mile, the great apartments and hotels look 
down, their concrete facades cream colored 
in the sun. 

Off there in the morning mists stands 
the famous Sugar Loaf Mountain, and in- 
land on its high peak, the great, statue of 
Christ the Redeemer 
stands with arms  out- 
spread, casting His bless- 
ing upon the town. 

The avenue is full of 
ears, sleek and shiny au- . | 
tomobiles—most of them ~% 
American made, but al- 
ways: among them the 
long, lean lines of the for- 
eign limousines. One 
would think, watching the 
passing parade of cars, 
watching the swimmers in the boiling surf, 
watching the basking loungers on the beach 
that in Brazil, and particularly in Rio, every 
one is rich, every one is happy. 

But this is the facade, the show window 
of Brazil. Here is the greatest concentra- 
tion of its wealth and elegance. On the high 
hills behind the town the houses of the 
poor cling like bats’ nests to the high crags. 
There is no wealth on these heights, no cars, 
no luxury, hardly enough to eat. 

I stood on the terrace of the Copoca- 
bana Hotel one night with a young Swede 
who has been here eight years and who has 
studied the country and its people. 

“Rio,”’- said the Swede, ‘‘is a beautiful 
woman, but without heart or soul. Only the 
glitter, the tinsel, 
her.’’

it is the nature of the Portuguese to be im- 
provident and grofligate. He is not a build- 
er, in the sense that we know the term. He 
is a trader who likes to make 100 per cent 
profit on his investments quickly.

world. 

With U. S. help it could come in a rush, 
a flowering such 48 was nevér seen on earth 
before.
